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Reporting The Memories 
Students Ventured In Print Journalism 


f there were no Literary clubs 
such as Yearbook, there would 
not have been a collection of pho- 
tographs and writings that cap- 
tured important events.

Many hours were spent laboring 
over this newspaper which was 
sold to students for twenty-five 
cents. Photographs were also 
shown on the newspaper, there- 
fore students learned how to take 
photographs that suit the moment. 
Newspaper and Yearbook could 
be seen as another English class, 
because like English students, 
journalism students had to know 
subject verb agreement and the 
correct spelling of words. With- 
out the newspaper, the current 
events and future dates would 





have been forgotten. It also gave 
students a chance to see sports 
scores Or commentaries on games 
that they may have missed be- 
cause of arduous homework. 

The last example of literary 
activity included the Literary 
Magazine, sponsored by Mrs.

NJROTC Gave Cadets An Opprotunity To Excel 


ING Junior Reserve Officer’s 
Training Corps (NJROTC) taught 
self-discipline, self confidence, 
and leadership skills that could 
help one successfully meet life’s 


challenges. It took a minimum of 


180 class periods per year of for- 
mal classroom training supple- 
mented by ship training cruises, 
oriented visits, and field trips to 
various naval activities that en- 
hanced classroom studies.

ture. Naval JROTC helped stu- 
dents who were competing for ei- 
ther a ROTC scholarship or an 
appointment to the Naval Acad- 
emy. When cadets completed the 
NJROTC program successfully, it 
allowed entry into the armed forces 
and up to two pay grades higher 
than their fellow enlistees who 
were without JROTC experience. 
Another way to visualize the pro- 
gram was that the cadets could 
build long lasting friendships with 
other cadets. 

How did the cadets get hands 
on training? They went to boot 
camp. Boot camp was held during 
the summer. The Navy provided 
all the books, drill equipment and 
uniforms.

Putsar stood for Police, Pub- 
lic Educators and Peers Utilizing 
the Leadership Skills of Students 
At Risk. The PULSAR program 
has been in effectin Newport News 
since January 1992. Itentered this 
school in March of 1992. The 
school has had three additional 
PULSAR retreats since then. PUL- 
SAR placed an emphasis on self 
assessment, building self-esteem 
, values clarification and group 
commitmentactivities. PULSAR’s 
first goal was to help break down 
communication barriers in at-risk 
students. This enhanced personal 
relationships and created a cli- 
mate of trust and harmony. School 
records showed improvement in 
the grades and attendance of stu- 
dents in this program. 

S.A.D.D. was now an interna- 
tional organization founded by a 
high school hockey coachin 1981. 


He and his students formed this 
program because of the loss of 
two star athletes on the team re- 
sulting from alcohol related acci- 
dents. In 1981,S.A.D.D. was es- 
tablished at local chapters. This 
program promoted a drug-free phi- 
losophy and its’ efforts have been 
successful due to the strong sup- 
port of the administration. 
Throughout the year the students 
were involved in various activities 
such as Red Ribbon Week. 
S.A.D.D. also saluted the Junior 
class during ring dance and the 
Senior class during prom. 
S.A.D.D.’s main goal was for all 
the students to “Just Say No!” 
Another program which en- 
hanced student’s peer communi- 
cation skills was Conflict Media- 
tors. In this organization students 
helped other students to solve 
their own conflicts. The mediators 





were selected by the Guidance 
Counselors and were given spe- 
cific mediation training in order 
to be fully prepared for the re- 
sponsibilities they would hold. 
The program reduced the 
amount of physical fighting 
which took place because it 
helped conflicting students 
solve their problems before 
they amounted to violence. 
The People-to-People semi- 
nar focused on the breakdowns 
of racial barriers in school and 
community by creating simula- 
tions for students to gain me- 
diation skills in.

Gymnastic compe- 
titions were judged and scored on 
both an individual and a team ba- 
sis. The group of judges were made 
up four people. Each competitor 
had to accomplish a required num- 
ber of specific types of moves on 
each piece of equipment. Judges 
awarded points to each partici- 
pant in each event on a |-to-10 
scale. Judging was strictly sub- 
jective, however, guidelines were 
provided for judges so that they 
could arrive at unbiased scores.

W restling was a full contact 


sport in which two contestants 
attempted to pin each other’s 
shoulders down to a padded mat 
through the use of different holds 
and body maneuvers. There were 
two forms of wresting that were 
practiced throughout the world: 
Freestyle and Greco-Roman. In 
Freestyle the legs were not only 
used for balance and support but 
were also be used in holding and 
lifting. It was also the most popu- 
lar form of wrestling among ama- 
teurs and professionals. In Greco- 
Roman style no holds were permit- 
ted below the waist and the legs 
could not be used for any grips. It 





was mainly popular in Europe. 

In high school matches teams 
were awarded points. Points were 
won individually but added to the 
team score. Wrestlers tried to a 
mass points through successful 
take downs, reversals, and pins. A 
match was divided into three peri- 
ods each lasting two minutes. 

Each team was divided into sev- 
eral weight classes so each wres- 
tler only wrestled someone of ap- 
proximately the same weight. Each 
wrestler had to weigh in before 
every match to determine his 
weight. That made it vital that a 
wrestler did not gain too much 
weight or he would not be able to

wrestle in his desired weight class. 
If ateam did not have a wrestler to 
compete in a certain weight class 
then that weight class was for- 
feited. Ifa wrestler broke any rules 
during a match he was disquali- 
fied. Ifa wrestler was disqualified 
the other team won that weight 
class. 

A match between two wres- 
tlers started ina face off. In a face 
off the wrestlers faced each other 
and tried to take the other down to 
the mat. In the second and third 
periods of a match the wrestlers 
started in the referee’s position. 

Wrestling was ateam sport that 
stressed individual competition. 
It stressed stamina, endurance and 
strength, which didn’t come easy. 
It took a lot of hard work to achieve 
ones personal best, and hours of 
practice to perfect holds and 
moves. Each wrestler tried to be in 
his peak physical condition for 
every match.

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lie origin of softball began in 
the early 1900's. It was formed as 
an outgrowth of attempts to play 
indoor baseball. The limited in- 
door area lead to a smaller field 
layout, in which the closeness of 
the players caused the making of 
new equipment. Such as a softer 
and slower ball, along with smaller 
and lighter bats. The distance be- 
tween the pitcher and the batter 
gave the pitcher a greater advan- 
tage; pitchers were then required 
to throw underhand to the batter. 
The rules are very similar to the 
rules of baseball with exception of 
the pitching and base running. In 
1933, the first national softball 
championships were held. Since 
then, the sport has become one of 
the most popular high school 
sports played today. 

Last Spring was the first time 
that the high schools had a Junior 
Varsity softball team.
